A person whose license has expired may renew it within two years after its

expiration date by paying the penalty fee prescribed in 18 VAC 125-20-30 and the license
renewal fee for the biennium the license was not renewed.

B. A person whose license has not been renewed for two years or more and who wishes to
resume practice shall:
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1. Present evidence satisfactory to the board regarding continued competency to
perform the duties regulated by the board;
